Food
had to be imported to this
area from all over the state, It
was not until 1904 that pros-
perity returned to the area,!
according to the speaker.

Then came the iron and
steel workers strike in 1910
when industry closed here and
many were forced to leave
Torrance in search of work, It
was several years hefore Tor-
rance began to grow again,

In 1912, the city of Tor-
rance came into existence, He
explained how the plans for
the city were laid out and how
one man's idea, that of Char-
les Sydney Torrance of Pasa-
